TREET OBSTRUCTIONS. 

The Times commented, in a recent 
issue, upon a decision handed down 
by Justice Edward Patterson, of the 
Appellate Court of the State of 
New York, defining the rights of 
pedestrians on the streets. In that 
opinion it was clearly pointed out 
that pedestrians have “the right of 
way” as against all classes of ve- 
hicles; that they have a right to cross 
the street at any point where they 
desire™ cross, whether it be at a 
crossifig or not; and that drivers are 
in duty bound “to be watchful at al! 
points, as wel: as at the crossings, so 
as not to injure persons crossing.” 

Closely related to the question of 
the rights of pedestrians on the 
streets is that of street obstructions 
and imperfections. In the majority of 
cases brought against cities to secure 
damages for injuries resulting from 
obstructions in the streets, or from 
defective sidewalks, the courts have 
been Inclined to a rather liberal con- 
struction of the laws, in favor of the 
plaintiffs, where the facts have been 
clearly proven. The Chicago Even- 
ing Post is authority for the statement 
that that city is now “paying interest 
on some $4,000,000 in judgments for 
damages, the bulk of which may be 
traced to defective sidewalks and in- 
efficiency or negligence on the part 
of the authorities.” In the course of 
an interesting editorial on the sub- 
ject, the Post mentions two recent 
court decisions in suits for personal 
injury—one in Philadelphia and one 
in London.

she hed a right to suppose the street 
to be safe. It was not the plaintiff's 
fault if the city had, by its negligence, 


the purpose for which it was intended. 

The Lendon court's decision was 
even more sweeping. The plaintiff 
brought suit to recover damages for 
injuries which he had received by 
tripping over a piece of carpet which 
had been spread on the walk by a 
householder. The city set up the 
plea of contributory negligence, claim- 
ing that the plaintiff? ought to have 
had his eyes on the ground as he 
walked. The judge, so far from ac- 
cepting this view of 
took the case from the jury and 
awarded damages to the piaintif® in 
the sum of $2500. He declared it to 
be the duty of the police to keep the 
pavement free from all dangerous ob- 
structions, and that the plaintiff, who 
Was a rate-payer and had been taxed 
to maintain the police force, had a 
right to assume that there were no 
such obstructions in the streets. The 
judge declared that, upon the assump- 
tion that the police had performed 
their duty, the plaintiff? “had a right 
to be looking at the stars” if he so 
desired. 


It is rather depressing to think what 
might happen in Los Angeles if the 
people who use the streets should 
suddenly take it into their heads to 
indulge in star-gazing as they mean- 
der up and down our thoroughfares. 
The city would probably be obliged to 
bond itself heavily to meet the de- 
mands for damages, if such a thing 
should bappen; for obstructions and 
imperfections in our streets and side- 
walks are many, and often dangerous. 
Street Superintendent Werdin has ac- 
complished much in the way of com- 
pelling the removal of obstruction 
from the streets, but the latter are 
stilt a long Way from being in an idea!

SAN FRANCISCO, May 2%.—The 
commercial community hee was 
startied today by the information re- 
ceived from Chicago that the forte? 
Bros. Company, which handles 
wari of the fruit crop of the State. had 
been placed in the “anas of a rece. -ef 
This unexpected action was taken by 
the United States District Court for the 
Northern District of Illinois, and ac- 
cording to the news given out in this 
city, was ferced by the demands of 
bankers on the firm at a time when 
good part of its funds were in the hands 
of fruit growers. The receiver appoint- 
ed is Henry L. Wilson of Chic and 
in a telegraphic communication § te 
Thomas H. Lynch and Charlies B. Bills, 
local agents of the company, he has 
designated them as temporary réceiv- 
ers in this city to act as his repre- 
sentatives until the affairs of the cor- 
poration are straightened out. 

The Porter Bros. Company is one 
of the largest houses In the United 
States, dealing directly with the grow- 
ers of fresh fruits and the producers of 
the dried product of orchards and 
vineyards. It has branches in New 
York, Boston, Chicago, Minneapolis, St. 
Paul, San Francisco and Los Angeles, 
and agencies in all fruit-producing sec- 
tions of the country. No less than fifty 
are located ir California. All of the va- 
rious managers and agents have been 
telegraphed w by Receiver Wilsen to 
conduct the buriness in his name for 
the present, as he has assumed its full 
management. 

The amount of the company’s Habili- 
ties is not known here, but it is as- 
sumed by those in a position to make 
an estimate that it may run into the 
millions. 

In his message to the San Francisco 
maaagers, Receiver Wilson stated that 
the assets would exceed the liabilities, 
and that the embarrassment of the

LABORS IN INDIA, 

The next speaker was Rev. A. C, 
McGrath of Ata, India. Said he: “It 
has been my pleasure during the past 
fifteen months to labor in a field where 
there is a definite mass movement to- 
ward Christ. Our mission at my sta- 
tion nas been tolling steadily for thir- 
ty-five years, and since 1901, when Rev, 
Forman went there. we have had a 
steady onward movement. When I 
left there were 1300 native Christians. 

“The Methodist brethren have been 
working for a long time here, and I 
have seen enough to convince me that 
the low-caste Hindus are al! ready to 
grasp the religion of Jesus Christ at 
the first opportunity. We have far 
more calls than can be responded ta, 
and I am glad to repor. various 
branches of mission work in progresa. 
such as two weeks’ summer school for 
Christian workers. Our young men 
have been crowding down into Cawn- 
pore, and there we organized a Pres- 
pbyterian church with a membership of 
twenty or twenty-five. Today we ap- 
peal for thirty-six young marries 
men and thirty-nine young unmarriea 
women to cover this district In the 
next three yeare. It is not ta relileve 
our burdens that we ask this. but to 
take up the work we cannot touch.” 

Thomas Tracy and 
his wife, also from India. Dr. Tracy 
sald: “I went out in 1969. and a year 
later my wife came. I have taken 
preaching for my work, and I find it 
no small task, for to do this one must 
be a complete master of the language, 
Mrs. Tracy was the first woman sent 
out by the American bosrd. and o- 
gether we have tolled through “here 
years.
